A rumour fan through London to-day 
that. martial law had been proclaimed 
throughout Ireland. It was not until the 
Irish Office declared that the report was 
untrue that the rumour died away. 

“The Star says to-night that the Labour 
Mission to Ireland is expected back in 
London this week, and their report is to be 
in the hands of the Parliamentary Labour 
Party in time to guide them in their atti- 
tude towards Home Rule in the opening 
days of the session. It is taken for 
granted in Labour circles that the party 
will be obliged to reject emphatically the 
Government's Home Rule Bill, because the 
members of the Mission aré already satis- 
fied that it cannot hope to ‘secure accept- 
arice by any body in Ireland large enough 
to ensure its success. | 

Elsewher we are told that “the more 
prominent Labour leaders take the view 
that Labour must provide its own scheme 
for dealing with the Irish question.”” It 
it ean provide a workable plan, Í am sure 
that no party jealousy will prevent its 
aceeptance ; but, as the Labour Mission 1s 
reported to have returned from Ireland 
with two flags nailed to its mast—namely, 
“No Republic " and “No Partition '—it 
will be interesting to see how the yet un- 
born scheme proposes to get over the 
objections of Senn Féin on the one hand, 
and Unionist Ulster on the other. 

In this connection I notice with more 
regret than surprise Mr. Asquith’s failure 
to come to grips with the Irish question. 
The present condition of Ireland is due 
more to his Government than to anything 
else, for, when the Liberals came into 
office at the end of 1905, the country was 
by their own admission more peaceful than 
it had ever been for a centary.. But, 
although from 1906 to 1910 they had a 
majority of more than a hundred over all 
parties in the House, they were afraid to 
deal with the problem, and only took it up 
when the 1910 elections had left.them at 
the mercy of Mr. Redmond s supporters. 
Now. when the neglect of those early 
years, coupled with the mishandling of the 
recruiting problem‘ during the war, has 
brought Ireland to its present state, all 
that Mr. Asquith can do is to prate feebly 
of “self-determimation '’ and the horror 
of “ governing Ireland by military rule.’

Our Tralee Correspondent telegraphe :'— 

Another sensation was created in Tralee this 
morning when it became known that a second 
attack had been made on the life of Mr. 
Serjeant Sullivan, K.C. He was on his way 
by train from Cork to Tralee, where he 
was to be the principal witness in the case of 
eleven young mea from Ballymacelligott, who 
are charged with attempting to murder him 
and Mr. E. Slattery, solicitor, at Clonmahon, | 
Tralee, on the 9th January. 

As the train was passing between Millstreet 
and Rathmore three gun shots rang out, and 
one shot struck the window of the carriage in 
which Serjeant Sullivan travelled, while two 
shots shattered the windows in the carriage un- 
mediately behind. Broken glass injured the 
wrist of Detective Officer Healy, Dublin. Be- 
yond this no one was injured, and the train 
continued on its way.

MR. SULLIVAN DESCRIBES THE 


SCENE. | 

The eleven men accused of the attack on Mr. 
Sullivan and Mr. Slattery in Tralee were 
brought by the same train, and were taken 
before Mr. Wynne, R.M., at the Courthouse, 
Tralee, under a strong military and _ police 
escort. 
Mr. Wylie, K.C. (instructed by District

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., who was the 
only. witness examined, gave a thrilling descrip- 
tion of what occurred at the residence of Mr. 
Slattery on the night of Sth January. On that 
day he was engaged in an application for com- 
pensation for malicious injury in Tralee, and 
during the course of tho case he referred to 
outrages’ in the Ballymacelligott district, ex- 
cluding the Castleisland end of it. In particu- 
lar he referred to one outrage which was 
alleged to have been committed in broad day- 
light, and he stated that he was instracted 
that the person's name who committed it was 
Leene, without referring to his Christian name, 
and that he was a brother of a man named 
Leone, *who was opposing the application. After 
the case he went to Mr. E. B. Slattery’s house 
to spend the night.

STRENGTH OF THE IRISH 


VOTE IN THE DIVISION. 
Mr. Asquith last night addressed his first 


Paisley. The hall accommodates about iwelve 
hundred, but three times that number 
elamoured for admission for more than an 
hour before speaking commenced. Upon Mr. 
Asquith, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Asquith and Lady Bonham Carter, reaching the 
platform, the audience rose and = cheered 
vociferously.. There was a little booing, and 
the reception was mixed at the start, but 
quietude was restored as the Chairman made 
his int speech. 

When Mr. uith rose to speak he had 
another somewhat mixed reception. There was 
an interruption from a man near the platform, 
who said that he spoke for discharged soldiers 
and sailors, and bore a letter which he wanted 
answered immediately. Ho was at oneo re- 
moved. . 

Mr. Asquith first referred to the death of Mr. 
Gulland, and added that he proposed in subse- 
quent speeches to deal, step by step, with 
present-day problems as they presented ther- 
selves to 1 statesmanship. Replying to 
a statement by Mr, Bigger, that Libera! tradi- 
tions consisted of unredeemed pledges, he said 
that in the ten years before the war the 
Liberal Government carried more reforms thas 
had been achieved by any previous Admiuistra- 
tion in the same time, and more than would be 
achieved in any corresponding period by any 
Labour Government. 

THE DUBLIN PRISONERS. 

The Tory candidate, he continued, had dis- 
interred the silly fiction, apologised for morc 
than two years ago, that he (Mr. Asquith) 
went to Dublin and shook hands with people 
engaged in the rising, and opened the doors of 
their prison. The doors of the prison wer 
opened not by him, but by the Coalition Gc- 
vernment, of which Mr. Mackean was a sup- 
porter. Mr. Asquith added that he thought 
they were perfectly right in doing 60. 
Mr. Mackean also referred to the speech by Mr. 
Asquith, made at Newesstle, in the early days 
of the war, and said. that he declared then 
there was no lack of munitions. It was chari- 
table to suppose tWat Mr. Mackean had never 
read his speech. Mr. Mackean further asserted 
that he shilly-shallied, and dil nothing, and 
that the war would never have come to an end 
under his guidance. As a matter of fact the 
Allied cause was never conducted with more 
energy and effect than in 1916, and it was then 
that the foundations were laid of speedy vic- 
tory. (Cheers.)

GERMANY’S NAVAL SPIRIT 
SURVIVES... 4 
Writing on Tuesday, the Press Association's 
Correspondent aboard H.M.8, Malaya, off Kiel, 
eays:~—The IJnter-Allied Naval Commission of 
Control began the inspection of the dockyards 
at Kiel on Saturday, and left yesterday morn- 
ing for Berlin. The magnificent harbour of 
Kie] presented a scene of suspended animation, 
and showed practically no activity throughout 
the stay of the Commissioners. German war- 
ships of all types are moored in the harbour, 
but only two eruisers and four destroyers are 
in commission. A 32,000-ton battleship, half 
completed, has lain untouched for 14 months. 
Other giant warships have had their armour 
plates removed, and are without guns or fun- 
nels. Rust has eaten into these vessels, which 
remind one of devastated villages in the midst 
of a desert. The whole scene in dockyards and 
harbour gives a most vivid idea of the com- 
pieteness of the submission and defeat of Ger- 
many and her once proud navy. The thorough- 
ness of the Allies’ naval measures will render a 
further German menace utterly impossible. The 
spirit of the German seaman is clearly not 
broken in the slightest. For instance, when the 
band of the cruiser Coventry, with the Com- 
missioners on board, including the Itahan and 
Japanese Admirals, the French Admiral being 
on board the Oise, struck up at dinner the 
Allied National Anthems, the Germans ashore 
sang throughout the “Wacht am Rhein and 
“Deutschland Ueber Allies.” Similarly, when 
the Commissioners left the ship for Berlin a 
much larger band on board a German ‘cruwer 
played repeatedly the “Wacht am Rhein, 
which was followed by military marches.

FIERCE IRISH STORM. 


SERIOUS AMAGE TO 
PROPERTY IN DUBLIN. .

GALE ON THE €0AST.- 


A south-éasterly -gale, reaching a velocity of 
fully seventy miles am hour, swept over Dublin 
and vicinity’ yesterday morning, causing & a ll 
siderable. amount of damage to :

During the day the place was visited by crowds 
of curious sightseers. 

IRISH @EBELLION STRONGHOLD 
COLLAPSES. 

Clanwilliam House, which figured prominently 
during the rebellion, was also demolished. 
The house, which is situated at the junction 
of Clanwilliam place and Mount street, was 
held hy the rebels, who had to be dislodged 
with bombs. Siwee then the house has re- 
mained in a dilapidated condition, and, being 
unable to withstand the fury of the storm, 
collapsed, and is now simply a heap of broken 
masonry and débris. 

BOY FATALLY INJURED. , 

A number of persons were injured by being 
struck with falling trees. and slates, while 
others were blown off their feet and thrown 
violently to the ground. The most serous 
accident oceurred at the village of  Artane, 
where two youths, named Thomas Moran (aged 
14) ‘and Francie Keane (aged 14), both of whom 
live in Seville, place,. weré hit by AA falling 
tree while on “their way’ to the Artane In- 
dustrial School. They were conveyed in the 
Corporation ambulance to the Mater 
Misericordim Hospital, and were detained. 
Keane received injuries ‘to his spine, but these 
are not of a serious naturer- - either bor, 
Moran, was unconséious. when admitted, and 
died at twelve o'clock Inst night, without re- 
gaining consciousness. He receiyed two com- 
pound fractures of the right leg and a fracture 
of the base of the skull, while hie left foot wae 
badly crushed. Michael Farsel! (aged 30), of 15 
Annesley avenue, Fairview, was also brought 
to the Mater Misericordis Hospital. He was 
blown off an engine tender, and was injared in 
the side. An elderly woman named Mary 
Hogan, of 160 Cork street, was brought to 
Steeven#’s Hospital, having been blown down 
by the wind and injured. Minor injuries were 
received by a great many people, and the ser- 
vices of the Corporation ambulance were’ in 
almest constant request up till midday in con- 
veying patients to the different city hospitals. 

EXTENSIVE DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

In several places windows, walls, and roofs 
were considerably damaged. Portion of the 
wall at Jervis street Hospital was blown down, 
as ‘were also almost all the walls at the rear 
of Florence terrace, Appian Way, Ballsbridge, 
while in Chancery lane a couple of children 
had a narrow escape through the collapsing of 
fh old brick gatewar. 

Additional damage, estimated at £1,000, was 
caused to the muin of Rathmines Rontan 
Catholic Church, which was destroyed by fire 
on Monday morning. Two valuable stained- 
glass windows, which had suffered little injury 
from the. fire, being blown in and. smashed. 
One of these was a Vert aceurate reproduction 
of a famous Roman painting, and the other 
was of almost equal-value: <A large plate- 
glass windew over the premises 35 Henry 
street was smashed. The plate-glass windows 
of Mr. E. Edges hardware establishment at 
Fairview, and of Mr. Connolly's grocery shop at 
Ranclagh, were blewn ins ‘The windows of 
many private houses were also unable to with 
stand the strain imposed upen them and gave 
way. In the céntral portions of the city some 
hoardings came down. At Harold's Cross 
Bridge a large hoarding was lifted by the 
storm, and fell across the camel bank, and im 
Terenure portion of the hoarding opposite the 
terminys of the Dublin and Blessington. Steam 
Tramway was alse brought to the ground. 'n 
Shelbourne Park the galvanised iron roof of the 
ne siaad was carried away, and fell into the 
akery premises of Mr. Campbell. Ornamental! 
railings at Portobelle were also blown down. 
Owing to the falling of a hoarding at Haroli- 
ville avenue the service of trama between Do!- 
phin's Barn and Glasnevin was interrupied, an! 
on other routes there was also a temporary 
dislocation of traffic. 

During the forenoon the streets were rendered 
unsafe by falling slates, and for some time after- 
wards the street sweepers were busily engage.! 
iy removing rubbish scattered by the wind. The 
telephone wires also suffered. end were blown 
down at Charleville Mall and other places. 

EFFECTS IN THE SUBURBS. 

The damage was pretty extensive in some of 
the more exposed districts. Clontarf, Fairview, 
and Dollymount suffered severely, and at Ta!- 
laght, Balrothery, Templeogue, and other dis- 
tricts near the city trees were uprooted, an-i 
tell in many cases across the roads. In Glas- 
nevin poultry houses were in some instances 
lifted bedily up, and others had the roo/s 
stripped of 
The violence of the hurricane abated about 
one oclock, and the rain ceased. Soon 
afterwards the sun shone, and, with the 
exception of evidences of damage, there was 
nothing to indicate that a violent storm had 
raged but a couple of hours previously. 

BAROMETRIC DEPRESSION. 

It is stated from a meteorological source tha‘ 
yesterday's storm was one of a series of bar- 
ometric -lepreesions which have been occurring 
over the Atlantic for the past two months. The 
barometer, which rose on Monday, fell during 
the early hours of yesterday ig, and at 
eleven o'clock 26.95 was reached. Meanwhile, 
the wind rose to a whole gale from 8.8.E., aub- 
sequently veering to 8.W., rain falling heavily. 
The rate of wind ranged from 55 to 63 miles per 
hour during the gusts, while it may have been 
greater locally. During ‘te storm force the 
velocity was from 64 to 75 miles per hour. “The 
temperature was low in the early part of the 
night, and the barometer fell to 38 in the 
screen. 


EFFECTS AT THE PORT. 
Much damage was done at the Port of Dublin 
by the storm. The Northern quays, being ea- 
posed to the fury of the wind, suffered more 
than the South side of the river, where the 
quays were sheltered by the houses and shipping 
stores. From the Custom House eastward alony 
the North Wall to beyond the gates of the Alex- 
andra Basin evidence of damage was to be met 
with, Coping stomes had been di from 
the roof of one building, and had crashed down 
on to the footpath. Roofs of old buildings along

VESSELS PUT BACK FROM SEA. 
Tt was learned last night that, on account of 
the terrific weather at sea, a steamer bound 
from Whitehaven (the s.s. Wythburn), and con- 
veying a cargo of coals to Waterford, had been 
forced to interrupt her passage southwards and 
ran into Dublin for shelter. She has been 
berthed at the South Wall until she can resume 
her trip to Waterford. 
steam ocolliers, one without ¢argo and 
the other loaded with Irish round timber, have 
returned to Dublin port after being beaten by 
the storm. The first of these, the s.s. Sultan 
sailed on Monday might at 11.30 for Barry 
Dock (Bristol Channel), but was forced to 
abandon her journey after hours of fruitless

oclock yesterday morning with a cargo of 
timber in tree trunk shape, and was bound for 
Garston, on the Mersey, was also forced to re- 
turn to the Liffey, storm-beaten. 


GALE ON THE COAST. 
A very severe storm of wind = and 
rain blew along the Dublin coast yester- 


day morning from an early hour. The 
prevailing direction was from the 58. an d 
S.E. T rose to its highest at about 


ten o'clock, when the foree of a full gale was 
reached, the wind speed being estimated as high 
a: 70 miles an hour. The supreme height was 
not long maintained, and the rain, which had 
been blowing in blinding sheets and clouds. of 
heavy mist, ‘almost ceased by midday, and 
a little later bright sunshine burst through the 
clouds. As the afternoon grew the weather im- 
proved. 

Despite the great height to which the wind 
attained, no serious damage was reported from 
Blackrock to Bray. Roofs were severely tested, 
and many a loose slate was carried away, with 
resulting damage to ceilings and walls, while 
choked drains were here and there the cause of 
flooded floors in the basements of many houses. 
In the grounds of Carriglea House Industrial 
School, on the country side of Ki wn, a 
tree was blown down, and fell across The road. 
way in Kill avenue, breaking down the tele- 
graph . wires in its fall. Another tree 
was aleo uprooted at Mount-town. The 
Urban authorities sent workmen to these 
places, and the work of removing these obstruc- 
tions was promptly undertaken. 

One of the poles supporting the wireless 
telegraphic aerials at the Kingstown Coastguard 
Station was blown down.

High be have been caused by the creation 
of it on the part of the Government owing 
to war conditions, and a consequent increase in 
the effective demand for commodities, and bv 
the scareity of commodities brought about 
both by the increased séonsumption and by 
diminished output, If prices are to return to 
a lower level processes must. be reversed ; 
the creation of credit, that is Government bor- 
rowing, must cease, waste of consumption must 
come to an end, and production must be in- 
creased. This means in plain English that we 
must all spend less and work more—the em- 
ployer equally with the employed, the master 
as as the man. Production must become 
more efficient. While, on the one hand, the 
head of a large business must be receptive of 
new ideas, and be enterprising and vigilant; 
on the other hand, the worker, whether by 
hand or brain, must use his or her utmost 
strength in the service of the nation, for pro- 
duction is a far more effective national service 
than destruction-—-the destruction of war. In 
order that there may be efficient production 
there must be security; that very security for 
which we waged four years of war. There can 
mo security uniess there is willing 
acquiescence in the settled law of the land. If 
might is to replace right, and plunder and rob- 
bery and theft are to drive away honest toil and 
industry: if no man’s life is safe while he 
while he walks the streets of his native town, 
then security has gone. And when once 
security has gone and taken with it men’s 
simple and fundamental rights, the right to 
live in safety and quietness, no man making 
us afraid, industry and commerce and all they 
mean to the prosperity of the community wil! 
be driven away only to return after prolonged 
and strenuous effort. Referring to the foreign 
exchanges, he said that the course of these 
exchanges preedated many extraordinary 
features, and artificial expedients to stabilise 
the exchanges could only be a temporary 
palliative. Only by exporting to our creditor 
countries and importing from our debtors could 
the exchanges be brought to the level of 
metallic parity. There was nothing either 
very difficult or in any way magical about the 
comprehension of exchange transactions. It 
Was quite true that these operations are sur- 
rounded by a éort of mystery, byt that 
mystery was at once dispelled by a funda- 
mental ró ig of a few simple principles. 
He urged upon the young members, both men 
and women, to take advantage of the facili- 
ties afforded them by the lectures delivered 
there and the examinations held for their 
benefit to induce them to obtain such a know- 
ledge of finance and exchange as would help 
them in the not very remote future to take an 
important part in the helping to eolve the 
embarrassing problems that. await us.

In 
America several of the leading banks have in- 
stituted night classes for the instruction of their 
officials, whose attendance thereat is com- 
pulsory. This was a matter which has come 
to be looked om as more to the advantage of 
the official than the bank.

The seventeenth annual meeting of © 
British-American Tobacco a Limited, 
was held yesterday at the Central all, West- 
minster, under the presidency of Mr. Joseph 
Hood, M.P., one of the Deputy-Chairmen, — 

The Chairman—Gentlemen, before discussing 
the balance sheet 1 would like to mention that 
one of our Deputy-Chairmen, Mr. Hugo Cun- 
liffe-Owen, has had the digwity of a baroneteys 
recently conferred upon him. He rendered a 
good deal of service to the country during the 
war, and we congratulate him on the recogul- 
tion of those services. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. M. Rickards) then read 
the certificate of Sir William Plender, G.B.E, 
(Deloitte, Plenter, Griffiths and Co., chartered 
accountants), appended to the accounts. 

The Chairman said—Ladies and gentlemen, 
when we had the pleasure of meeting the share- 
holders a year ago, shortly after the conclusion 
of the Armistice, I said that the demobilisation 
oí the troops was being actively earried out, 
which meant that our supplies to them would 
materially. diminish, and we should have to 
endeavour to resume to the t of our ability 
the normal relations of ig rade and exten 
our sales to make up the loss of supplies to the 
troops abroad, in which our English factories 
had been largely engaged. That kas been done, 
and, whilst volume of our output from Eng- 
land is less, yet, for the whole cf our factories 
and those of our associated companies, the out- 
put for the first two months of our new financial 
year (October and) November) exceéds that for 
the corresponding two months—viz., October and 
November, 1918. Business has during the year 
been more normal as restrictions have been re- 
moved. I referred last year to the fact that 
our employés who had survived the war were 
returning to us, and | especially mentioned the 


the 


Jarge number of awards which had been male 


to them. Out of about 3,400 men who left to 
join the forces from the head office, the depots 
abroad, and the associated companies, one in 
every fifteen has received an award, whilst the 
percentage of the head office staff is one in eight, 
a very creditable record, including, as it does, 
nine military crosses out of 33 decorations and a 
total enlistment of 265. (Applause.) 

I am glad to say that the Canadian Govern- 
ment and the Ministry of Pensions have recently 
given up possession of the five floors of the 
offices they occupied at Westminster House, and 
we are resuming active occupation of those 
premises. We have not only taken back our 
staff and employés who have returned from the 
war, but have been able to find places for 4 
number of other returned men who had not 
previously been emploved by us. We are 
doing all we can in that direction to assist the 
Ministry of Labour 

NEW COMPANY IN CHINA. 

It is usual at our annual meeting to go 
through the various items in the balance sleet 
and make such commenis as appear necessary. 
Taking the assets side of the balance sheet first, 
you will observe that the item, real estate and 
buildings at cost, less provision for amortisation 
of leaseholds, £475,447 19s. 6d., shows a decrease 
of £199,366 5s. 6d. The explanation of the sub- 
stantial reduction is due to the fact that during 
the year we sold our Bristol factories to the 
Imperial Tobacco Company, and, in addition, 
sod certain property we had in China to a sub- 


' sidiary company which we have registered in 


China under the Hong Kong Ordinances, called 
British-American Tobacco Company (China), 
Ltd. We came to the decision to concepitrate 
our English factories at Liverpool and South- 
ampton, You will recollect that at Liverpool we 
have probably the most modern bonded tobacco 
factory in existence. 1 may also say in that 
connection that we are considering sites for the 
erection of an additional factory in this country 
at a convenient centre. With regard to the 
sale of our property in China, I may explain 
that we came to the conclusion that it would be 
desirable to form a company in China under 
the Hong Kong Ordinances for the purpose not 
only of carrying on our distributing business 
there, but also to hold the shares in the manu- 
facturing companies in China. Those companies 
own factories in Shanghai, Hankow, Moukden, 
and Harbin, where very large quantities of 
cigarettes are manufactured. I will deal with 
this point more particularly when I reach the 
other items affected in the balance sheet. 
Plent, machinery, furniture, and fittings at 
cost or under, £460,353 12s. 6d., show a decrease 
of £31,321, and is accounted for, on the one 
hand, by the sale of plant and machinery at 
Bristol and the reduction of plant and 
machinery at Norfolk, Virginia, and, on the 
other hand, by the purchase of plant and 
machinery for a new factory we have taken 
over in New York. Good-will, trade marks, and 
patents also show a substantial decrease, from 
£879,064 to £505,000, a reduction of nearly 
£374,000. This reduction is accounted for by 
the nominal amount standing in our books ae 


representing the good-will attributable to China, | 


although it by no means represents the value of 
that good-will, nor, in fact, does it represent 
anything like the amount we have received in 
shares in payment for the agreement entered 
into with the China company for the supply of 
manufactured goods on cortain terms and 
covenants entered into. On the other hand, we 
have only taken credit in the item of invest- 
ments in associated companies for the amount 
written off this item, and not for the nominal 
value of the shares received. Incidentally I 
may say that it might be a convenient oppor- 
tunity next year to consider whether the re- 
mainder of the item of good-will should not be 
written off entirely. (Hear, hear.) © 

Loans to and current accounte with associated 
companies, £6,067,524, show an increase of 
£789,611, which is due particularly to increased 
supplies to the associated companies and addi- 
tional advances made to them, substantially in 


consequence of the increased cost of leaf 
tobacco and other materials. 

INVESTMENTS. 
Investments in associated companies, 


£8,691,699, which is the largest item on the 
assets side, shows a very substantial increase of 
£3,436,065, due in a small degree to some in- 
vestments in companies, but principally to the 
change of the form of investments in China. 
Those investments, such as real estate stocks, 
debts, and other assets, in China now form 
part of this item. Other investments, £154,109, 
show an increase of £47,003, which is explained 
by an investment of War Steck. Stocks of leaf, 
manufactured goods and waterials at cost, or 
under, £8,197,485, shows a reduction of £456,548. 
This is principally accounted for by a reduction 
in stocks at dépéts. Sundry debtors (less pro- 
vision for doubtful debts) and debit balances 
shows a reduction of £456,182, and stands at 
£2,772,714, principally due to the taking over 
by the China Company of debts in China, as 
previously mentioned. The last item on the 
assets side, cash at bankers and im transit, 
£4,136,974, is increased by the considerable sum 
of £1,972,672. As you will remember, we issued 
in August last new Ordinary Shares, which con- 
siderably increased our cash holdings just before 
the completion of our financial year. The whole 
of that amount was necessary for employment 
in the business, and, as you will gather from 
the meeting which we propose to hold after the 
close of this one, was not really sufficient to 
adequately carry on the business.

Owing to the usual, buí illegal and unjust, 
practice of inclusive rents, few tenants realise 
a landlord's present position. Assuming that

I have old tenants paying pre-war i iv 
rents, which show not 4+ Rye cis Tos 
absolute loss. Landlords are not philanthropists 
but business folk. Tenants accept no responsi. 
bility for increased taxes under the present 
system, and are often (perhaps unknowingly ) 
unreasonable: Each has a perfect right to 
consider his individual interests, bui it should 
be their mutual desire to be reasonable to each 
other.

STALLIONS’ FEES AND THE INCOME TAX. 


The decision of the High Court on Monday 
that for the purpose of income tax the earnings 
of stallions as subject to assessment under 
Schedule D is calculated to have a very damag- 
ing effect on the great horse-breeding A nage 
which is one ot the country’s richest ts 
means a big slice off the profits—by no means 
excessive in the y of cases—derived from 
he running of a stud farm, and, with a seriofsly 
reduced return on their outlay facing them, the 
result will probably be that most of those en- 
gaged in the business wilk dispose of theig 
stallions and divert their energies in other direc- 
tions. The sire owner who runs his stud and 
does not race himself ‘will became a thing of the 
past,“and the future of the horse supply seriously 
erd . Hitherto the belief has obtained 
that thoroughbred or half-bred  etallions 
in residence on private stud farms who 
do all their work 
where - they aro domiciled were as in. 
separable from the farm ad the farm was from 
them; but the law has ruléd otherwise, and the 
result may spell ditaster to -breeding. Huge 
sums of money have been Wivested in the in- 
dustry, which provides employment for thousands 
of people, whose vocation will be gone should 
those who have built it up decide, through no 
fault of their own, to dhipeas of their stallions 
and go out of the business. It is only the lucky 
owners of sires standing at a very high fee who
